Mr. 0. T. Frash, Secretary Trades Council, Anderson, Ind. 

Dear Sir i^nd Brother:— 

Heturning to this city I find a postal card from you under date of 
the l?th inst., saying that the Che-stcrfield people, where I was to speak, 
were employirg scab music. Your caril n*ached here on Saturday, the 
very day befoie I was to speak at Chesterfield. I had already left my 
office, not having been in it aino* Thorsilay, on account of other en¬ 
gagements. Why did you not notify me in time, instead of dropping 
me a postal card at the last moment wlien you must have known that 
all the chances were that I was not at homo, and that ii would not 
reach me? Besides, your notice comes to me on an unprinted postal 
card instead of an official iKter. You surely mu.st have had the in¬ 
formation in time to have no ified me, for the Chesterfield meetings 
have been running several weeks and you did not even send me a postal 
card intfl after I had left the citv, and I knew ah.*olutely nothing 
alioiit it until 1 had delivered the address and returned to my home. 

Had you and your brothers of the Trad^ Council advised jne in 
time I should certainly have taken vigorous steps to sec that no non¬ 
union music was use<l. but as it w.ta, I received no notice and you have 
hut/'yourselves to blame. 

However, a.-* there wa.s no mu>ie at nil at the CheaterfieW grounds 
while I was there, tliere is no l)a.«js for your complaint. NMiether the 
music was cut out on my accent or not, I do not know, but I. do know 
that there was no mn.sic on tlm program nor on the grounds* while I 
was there. 

There is anmliep strange thing and that tliat while there were 
liundrcds of union men at the Chesterfield meeting to hear my address, 
inchuling the opganizen workers all surrounding cities, not a single 
one of them made a mention of S4*ab music. I was introduced to 
fM*veral members of tlie Andcr-on Trade.-* Cnuneil and not one of them 
said a word about it. If S4*ab inu.'«ie was used why did they not men- 
lion it. OP, why were they there at all:

I certainly am not, wil¬ 
ling to believe that the Trades Council of ^Vnderson is 30 cowardly and 
so lacking, not in honor, but in common decency, as to conilcmn, de¬ 
nounce, boycott and jiublicly adverti-ic - man without giv^lfg hi|pi t^re 
lea.<t noiiee an*l without trial or he..T ing. Sueh an action would not

H HE Fachmt c«ptuT*d the Market CSty, wd hu in.w>re thaa 
one injtaioe oompincd &e old Jtet OHf to throw down rte 
wsUe and bnild ita narrow atreeta fUew, aa in tba caie pt 
Vienna, Anstria. Anv one who will read “Bhaw’a Mnnicipal 
GoTemment in Great iBritain and Enrope” will be able tb^ 
after to understand the power of the Paetoiy in onr modem civiliiation. 

But not only hat the Factory captured the old cities and rebnilt 
them after iU own new and not altogether beantifu! ideals. It has alM 
gTne out into the moot nnlikely places, and there compelled jnen to luild 
Bs rails and man ita machines, while they hare been gireu scant leave 
to I’ve. Characteristic of jpodOT dviliiation, wift its speculation in 
all lines, is the specialization of the city. Xearly every city, large or 
small has some eWacteristic line of manufaqjture. There are the “coal 
towns’ ’of the coal belts, east and west. There ere the “iron town^” the 
‘limber towns,” the “railroad towns,” the towns-whoac nama indicate 
at once the character of their origin and the reason for existence. Such 
are Pullman and Plano, in Illinois, Corliss', Aipin and Cudahy in Wis¬ 
consin; Pittsburg stands for iron, as does Birmingham; Brockton stands 
for shoes; Fall Biver for cotton goods; Minneapolis for flonr and 
lumb^; Telluride and Cripple Creek for mining; Milwaukee for beer 
and machinery, etc. The loution or growth of these depends upon their 
fortunate proximrtv to certain natural resonrees o'f mine or forest or 
wheat belt, or else to the more artificial advantage of nnnsnal railway or 
waterway connections by which the manufacturer can bring in his raw 
materials and ship out his product Cities rise and^all, with scant 
reference to whether or not the spot of their location be healthy or other¬ 
wise, or indeed whether nany people live there or not Does it pay to 
run the smelter? Then the workingmen who have built their little 
houses are fortunate. . Will it pay better to shut down this mill and run 
some other* of the great properties of the trust? -Then it is not for the 
workingman to “reason why." He must move. The architecture (?) 
of these factory town* is also characteristic.. If the city is large enough, 
as in the cases’of Cleveland and Milwaukee, there will be beautiful drives 
along the bluffs, liped with modem palaces,-in which a small portion of 
the people wiU be permitted to live, while mile upon mile stretch away 
upon surrounding hills and vsllevs the hovels of the slums, the fiats of 
the people who can answer -tmthfuUy to the landlord’s question that 
they *^ 10 X 6 no childrai,” and farther out on the city's limits the little 
eonages of the poor. 

But where the town has bem built only for industrial purposes, and 
has no variety of industry or population, the place takes on the character 
of a more or leas permanent camp for the “operatives.” A street or two 
will be lined on eitW side -with houses which look as if they had been 
dropped of some great stamping machine, and manufactured by the 
dozen. Front ponmea exactly alike, pitiful little cellars dug apd built, 
not t<n use but to rent, by the owner* of the mill. Often in the lumber 
towns one will find boar^g houses lined with bunks, stores owned and 
run by the company, and even saloons and gambling dens, which pay a 
high rental for thmr shelter to owner* of mine or mill. The lumber 
towns'of north and-sonth, the cotton mills of Georgia and the parolinas, 
the cool pita of the mountain lands, the iron centers,—all are just a hive 
of hovede and a bum of hopeless toil. 


But the growth of the Factory City has other restrictions upon its 
developmesit than the mere cost of buildings and machines. Out of the

compelled < new kind of social progresa. And thii hu not always bem 
acoomplishad willingljt—mnci; less has the improvement come in the 
way of a diiTiIrlc undertaking or emtade for the freeing of slav^ 


way of a diiTiIrlc undertaking or emtade for the freeing of slav^ 
It hu been forced by aheer physical ne^ity and the greed for gain. 

That metbod-of organixing mnnicipal life which is sometimes called 
‘Vnnieipaliam,” and by others, ignorantly] “Socialism,” has not boon 
introdneed by those in power out of any love for tlie “dear people. It 
has involved, indeed, healthier conditions for the poor, better dwellings 
for them at Reaper rates of rent, it has introduced cheap streel car fares 
and free lighting of all the streets, it hu furnished splendidly appointed 
libraries and technical schools, and has even aiven the very btst of hos¬ 


pital accomodations for the benefit of all the people. 

It hu also taken the functions of the waterworks, the lighting 


plants, the electric railways and other enterprises out of private hands 
where they yielded tremendous dividends, and placed them in the public 
ownership and control with service practically at cost in many instances. 

Yet, in the face of all this, it must be understood that the compelling 
and dominating motive-in every step of this transformation has l>een the 
motive of more secure and larger profits for the possessing class. 

As an illustration of this let us take the storj- of the English city 
of Birmingham, which is one of the famous cities of that country on 
account of its long history at a manufacturing center. Birmingham 
grew to greatness under the “laissez faire” regime, because it had none 
of the restrictions of the,ancient guilds to hinder the development of the 
capitalistic spirit and method which was new in the latter part of the 
seventccntli century. And so it was quite a city, of the old sort, wlvcn 
modem machinery came into existence and with it the modem Factorv. 

Ancient cities were seldom “laid out”; they just grew. And grow¬ 
ing, the growth followed along the lines of the old toads, which bad first 
been calipaths, then cow paths, and later roads for human beings. The 
streets between, as houses were built to fill the intervening spaces, fol¬ 
lowed the lines of -the old roads until they meti and then went where tliev 
could. All were narrow, unraved, and mostly ungraded. The old 
bonscs, at one time the dwelling places of the rich and noble, became 
tenements, loathsome with vermin and packed with human beings. 
Alley ways and climbing stairways led to dark corners where the poor 
lived, and all were filthy, and dangerous to life and limb and health of 
mind and body. 

There wore few sewers excepting those in the gutters, and the flush¬ 
ing was done mainly by the rain.s. A franchise had been granted l)y 
Parliament to a private water comp.iny, which was perpetual in its rights, 
and which furnished river water through wooden pipes at a tremendous 
profit to the stockholders, and al.so causerl a tremendous amount of sick¬ 
ness by the impurity of the water. In a word the city was one vast 
festering cess-pool of corrupt conditions, in which crime, ignorance and 
disease were favored by almost every law and cu.stoin. But tlii.s was not 
because the laws and customs had not been good enough in their dnv. 
It was because the factories had drawn the people by thousands to a city 
which was not built for tliousands to inhabit. 


an eight-hour day was granted the workmen. In 137C the water works 
was taken over and means found to guarantee a supply of clcau water. 
Then the price was snccessively redu^. Tho supply was increased un¬ 
til it was over five times larger and with a forethought that was magni¬ 
ficent, the future supply was provided for, in the monntains of Wales, 
and a niightly acqueduct planned to I>ring the water from the hills to 
the city. Then came the clearing of tho slums. Narrow streets and 
filthy alleys vanished, and in their places one finds today “Corporation 
Streets,” and broadly paved and sh.sded modem tbtmnghfare, lined wit'.i 
modern dwellings, which arc rented to workingmen. And all of this has 
been made to “pay." Ah! there is tho secret of the whole matter,. 
•Affairs had oomc to such a pass that it was no longer safe to do bnsincss 
in Birmingham without making these clianges. And every new charge, 
from the water works to the School of Technology, was seen to be a pay¬ 
ing investment from the point of view of tlie modem business riian. 

DUeasc interferes with business. Manufacture and commerce can 
not go on profitably in the presence of the plague. Workingmen ma.st be 
■bio to work steadily day by day if tlie profits of the employer are to bo 
secure. Crime is also an expensive element to have in the life of a city. 
It makes property uncertain,—and life as well. And there Is no satis¬ 
faction in heaping up wealth, if one is in danger of losing it all at the 
hand.s of a robber. .And so at last, and in the most expensive way indeed, 
the biisinesa men and capitalists of th., city learned the Ics.sons of the 
common life, and set about making the city's good place to do buaincs.s 
in. But since business involved tlic health of the poor, and the safety 
of all, they must needs provide for the health and safety of all. 

For the rich are not safe themselves in the city, if infection m in the 
haunts of the |K)or. Those who work hanrlle the foo<l and clothing of the 
rich, and if there is disease in the homes of those wlio work there is no 
escape for those who live in the palaces on the hill. Death is no respecter 
of persons. .And so there must be clean water for all. Hence the 
modern mnnicipal water works. .Sewers must bo had in a city, and the 
jieople who worlt must be provideil for as clTcetivcly, if ’int as artistieallv, 
as tliose who do not work. Dark streeLs put s premi’im on crime, and 
crnwdoii tenement houses not only breed crime, but also hide the crim¬ 
inals, be.sides lieing also the hot Iiouse's for disease. Ignorance is not .1 
good thing in one who is to work for wages and to do business for tlie 
employer. It is better to have intelligent people about. And so tl e 
school ami the lilir.iry and the technological schools for teaching trs c', 
to train the worker- to do better work and n.ore of it. 

In 187A the death rate of Birminghaiu was 20.8 per 1000 of in¬ 
habitants. In IS'.I-' it had bei’n rediieed to 20 jior 1000-—a reduction of 
25% in the deatli rate.

Adding 
these up, we get $199.93 ss the totd. 
DiTiding this by 890, the total num¬ 
ber of employes, we find that the 
average hourly pay in 1890 ' was 
88 46/100 centa. By using line 6 in 
the same way for 1903, wc get 
$344,898 as toe total of wages and 
1843 as the total of emploves, which 
gives us an average hourly pay of 
85 63/100 cts. Tlie difference be¬ 
tween the two averages amounts to 
31 7/10 cts., which is only an aver¬ 
age increase of 14.3% instead of 
80.7%, as Carroll D. Wright claims. 
In toe second indostry reported by 
toe oommissioner, namdy the bak¬ 
ing industiy, we find the same mis¬ 
take. By using the same method as 
in the tsible we find that the average 
increase in wages per hour amounts 
to 15.87% instead of 19.8% given 
in the bulletin. But we find t^t if 
we add up toe different increases 
and divide by the number of occupa¬ 
tions, namely 4, we get 19.8%. By 
this same method -we find that the 
average increase in table I would 
amount to 22.3%. The difference 
between this and 20.7% as given in 
toe bulletin may be oscrib^ to an 
error and it can be safely assumed 
that the second method shown was 
used by Carroll D. Wrgiht in com¬ 
puting toe aversps of wages per 
hour for each indu.^trj' reported.

He certainly 
knowB that hts reporta in.this case 
are jiot stotistici, bst campaign 
material for the B^ublican party. 
We will even go farther and prove 
how utterly incorrect he is in his 
statements. In another table he 
oompip^ the average increase in re* 
^il prices with the alleged aiveragej 
increeso in hourly wa^ and states 
the increased purdmnng power of 
these hourly jwages in 1903 as com* < 
oared witii 1890. He does not clear* 
ly state whether the number of em- 
pkijes rerorted represents the aver-i 
age for tne year. But as he com¬ 
pares the average wa« with the 
average price for food, he certainly 
wants to convey the idea that all his 
averages we for a total year. In his 
tables he ^ves the^ average hourly 
pay for 1900 in the agricultural im¬ 
plement industry as 23.2 cts. and 
the average hours per week as 50.' 
This would make 3008 hours per 
year and aiK income of 711 doll. 77 
cents ppr roar. Let us sec how this 
compaitsi with the censua report.’^ of 
1800. We find there tliat the aver¬ 
age number of employes for the year 
was 46,582. This numN.r was com¬ 
puted by adding togeth'*r the aver-' 
age numbers .reported for each 
month and dividing the sum by 12. 
The total wa^e.s paid were $ 22 , 450 .- 
880v This gives an average income 
of $482. This is only about 70^^ of 
the amount Uiat Carroll I). Wrgiht 
computes. The reason for (his dtf- 
ferenoe may lie in the fact that the 
name of the director of the censui^ 
was Merriam. not Wright. 

The excuse may be made that the 
6gore« in Bulletin Xo. 93 are not meant 
to nrpreMnt averages (or a total of year, 
but unlj for the particular time at 
which the investigations were made. If 
atteh be the case, it is entirely wrong 
to make eomuariaons between the cost 
of food and tne hourly wage's, tt'hile a 
man mar only work' aix months in a 
year, he certainly must be eating dur¬ 
ing the entire twelve months. The$e 
reports are sent out into the world as 
r^ioris of the Bureau of Labor of the 
r^. S. Government and not of any poIitL 
cal partr. If Carroll D. Wright prac¬ 
tices such a bare faced misrepresentation 
of facts, it is time that he be replaced 
by an b^est man. The statistics of the 
u. 8. Government are accepted as the 
highest sBthohty and they certainly 
should be above even the oiightest sus¬ 
picion of being juggled. Truthfully com¬ 
piled statistics nerer lie. If we want 
to toqjuire into ths ecoooml. condition 
of the wage earners, the only true com¬ 
parison of their wages can be made with 
the value of tneir products, because the 
Sluing Tsltie of these pre^uets has a 
direct or indirect influence upon their 
mode of existsaee. The eensos reports 
show as that while 18R0 the wage earn¬ 
ers received 20 per cent of the value of 
their products as wages, in 1900 they 
only received 19 per cent, oo that if their 
condition chenged, it changed for the 
worsA Oitr frtend, the Milwaukee Sen¬ 
tinel, ^iBima that, os the figures in the 
bulletin are official, they cannot be 
cdinllenged.

Moat union labor men donbtleas 
think that the principle ba-s worked 
fairly well and no one can say that 
it hu worked entirely poorly.
